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How to lose the future 


There is now being planned, to be erected 
in Haverhill, a $100 million facility, for the 
incineration of rubbish. It is to serve all the 
communities of northeastern 
Massachusetts. Perhaps in five years it 
will be ready, perhaps in 10. 

The new facility will be paid for by 
spreading the tax through all the com- 
munities - the so-called Cherry Sheet 
method - as one now pays for the street car 
and railroad transportation system called 
the MBTA. The individual taxpayer will 
have nothing to say 

There is a danger - and that is that the 
costs will accelerate. At one time the costs 
of transpdrtation were low, and were 
promised to go lower. Everyone knows 
what happened. The same thing can and 
probably will happen, relative to the 
Haverhill facility. 

Wilmington does happen to have a good 
dump, one that has served the town well. It 
does need an application of gravel, to con- 
form to the present laws. Because there is 


no telling the future, the present dump 
should not be allowed to close up. There is 
a present need for it, and there may be a 
future need too. 

Wilmington industries must be served, in 
the matter of industrial waste. The best 
and easiest method is a local service, one 
not under the control of outside agencies. 

To many this may not be important. 
Their rubbish is being’ collected. Why 
worry? 

But if local industries find themselves 
paying exhorbitant costs for rubbish collec- 
tion they can well move to another state or 
community. It would not be a pretty pic- 
ture. Wilmington’s attractive tax rate 
could very well suffer, as a consequence. 

Having a local dump site, under local con- 
trol, could very well become an important 
asset in a few years. Meanwhile 
Wilmington’s industries could be served by 
local persons, and costs kept down. 

This could be a matter of extreme im- 
portance, in days to come.
